D. MR. KOOS SMEDES, TRAVEL EDITOR, DAILY ALGEMENE 
DAGBLAD (CIRCULATION 270,000) WILL BE MAKING A TOUR OF 
NEW YORK AND PENNSYLVANIA (JULY 5-12) LOOKING FOR DUTCH/

WHILE FINAL TOTAL IS NOT YET AVAILABLE, EARLY USTS FIGURES 
INDICATE THAT NUMBER OF DUTCH VISITORS TO U.S. IN FY 75 
SUBSTANTIALLY EQUAL FY 74. ALTHOUGH NUMBER OF VISITORS 
LESS THAN EXPECTED, RESULTS COMPARE FAVORABLY WITH OTHER 
WESTERN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES WHICH EXPERIENCED SUBSTANTIAL

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CONCLUSIONS 
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DESPITE INHERENT LIMITATIONS IN OUR KNOWLEDGE OF RESULTS 
OF OUR CCP EFFORTS, WE BELIEVE MOST IF NOT ALL OUR TARGERS 
FOR FY 75 CCP HAVE BEEN MET. FURTHERMORE, WITHOUT TRAD- 
ING FAR ONTO THIN ICE OF ATTRIBUTING TOO MUCH OF 
GROWTH IN U.S. EXPORTS TO HOLLAND AND DUTCH TOURISM AND 
INVESTMENT IN AMERICA TO OFFICIAL U.S. PROMOTION, IT IS 
CLEAR THAT OUR FY 75 CCP ACTIVITIES WERE CONCERNED IN 
AREAS OF HIGH POTENTIAL IN HOLLAND AND HAVE PRODUCED 
EXCELLENT RESULTS. LATEST U.S. TRADE STATISTICS (FIRST 
QUARTER 1975) SHOW U.S. ELECTRONIC COMPUTER EXPORTS TO 
HOLLAND UP 153 PCT OVER SIMILAR PERIOD IN 1974, MEASURING AND 
CONTROL INSTRUMENTS UP 22 PCT. FOOD PROCESSING EQUIPMENT 
UP 21 PCT. VALVES AND OTHER ACCESSORIES FOR ENERGY SYSTEMS UP 
36PCT. ELECTRIC MEASURING AND CONTROLLING APPARATUS 
UP 45 PCT. OVERALL, DUTCH IMPORTS FROM U.S. FOR THAT 
PERIOD ARE UP 29 PCT OVER 1974. THIS ISSECOND HIGHEST GROWTH
